According 
to’ Ross Switzer, Provincial Fire 
Commissioner, the pistol was 
brought to his attention by the 
Moose Jaw fire department follow- 
ing a fire in a residence in that 
city. The fire was caused by a 
small. boy firing the pistol at his 
toy dog which immediately burst 
into. flame. Upon examination of 
the gun, it was discovered that 
the sparking mechanism was too 
strong and instead of ejecting 
harmless sparks, the pistol ejected 
a combination of heavy sparks 
which merged into a flame three 
or four inches long.”
